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FOREWORD 





ifter a delayed takeover of the Porter Institute because the floor was 
not ecceptable the children finally occupied the building in Octobor and the 
two classrooms are probably the nost attractive in the school, heaving an old 
world charn with modern anenities, Also, because of the structure of the 
building it is warn in winter end cool in summer, In addition to the capita 
suri of £2,000 provided by the County to furnish the classrooms the School. 
Association contributed £140 as their share towards providing £900 worth of 
fittings, shelves and cupboards, the balance being o grant from the Department 
of Education and Science. 


Our staffing problens have been resolved. During the autumn tern last 
yeor one class of top infants had one teacher in the norning and a different 
one in the afternoon which, however good the teachers were, was not entirely 
Satisfactory, The problen was solved by Mrs. Frances Lloyd, a second year 
class teacher, being pronoted to the headship of Farley Hill School and as 
she was able to take up her appointment in the new year it enabled the © 
school nanagers to appoint a new teacher to start in January. We had a 
Large nunber of very good applicants and after interviewing six candidates 
the nanegers unaninously recommended Janet Shephard who has proved to be not 








only a very good teacher but an outstanding musicinn....She took.the place of 
the two teachers in one of the top infant classes, one of then, Sheile Gunn, 
teking the second year class weviously teken by Frances Lloyd and Julia 
Harrington taking snall groups for extra reacing. We were too late to 
include in last year's nagazine that we had appointed Fiona licKechnie to 
replace Stella Lane. She has taken a younger infant class very efficiently 
during the past year proving to be a very good teacher, anc will soon 
successfully complete her probationary year.. The full list of teachers 

and their year classes are given before the foreword. 


Our School Association uncer the able cheirnmanship of lir. Ian Huntly 
continues to give trenendous support to the school by organising nany and 
varied social events and by raising large suns of noney for the benefit of 
the children, 211 of which would not be possible without the generous support 
of all the parents. In addition to providing 15% of the cost of fittings 
for the Porter Institute, blinds for the hall and two classrooms have been 
purchased, Help has been given to nake the appearance of the entrance hall 
so ouch nore attractive and nore books have been purchased for the school 
peperback library. Plans ere in hand to provide a permanent drana lighting 
systen for the hall and an initial order has been placed for £400 vorth 
of basic equipnent, which with the spot lights we already have will enable 
us to have an efficient lighting systen which can be added to when 
necessary. In any case tho nov sefety laws would not allow us to use the 
nakeshift systen we have had in the past with its numerous leads and sockets. 
Later in this nagazine a fuller report on the activities of our School 
Association is given by Ian Huntly. 


We have had a successful year in our sporting activities with our 
badminton tean trained by Pat Parsons and Ian Clarke ending up as league 
chanpions, Our netball teans trained by Fran Oliver, both cid well during 
the season, the t&' tean being runners up in the 'A' league, winners of the 
ti! league rally, county rumners up in the '4' rally and third in the 'A* 
section of the Woodley Carnival. Our 'B' team also cid well being third in 
their league and runners up in the 'Btsection of Woodley Carnival. Our 
football 'i* tean trained by Ien Clarke were runners up in the league, in 
the seni final of the cup and champions of Woodley Carnival six a side, 
while the *B* tean trained by Trevor Bannister were third in their league. 
Trevor Bannister is also in cherge of our chess team who were chanpions 
of the 'B* league this year. Our cricket tean re-formed and trained by 
Lan Clarke lest year continues to do well and early this season we have 
won one and drawn one natch. 


i, practical aspect of our Religious Education is the support of a number 
of charities, usually a national one during Advent and a local one during 
Lent with additional ones fron tine to tine. Last Septe:ber a nunber of 
our children took part in a sponsored cycle ride for Leukeenia research. 
Qur school raised £115 and won the shield for the largest collection, while 
Stephen Peacock won the cup for the largest individuel collection of £25. 

4. sponsored silence during Advent raised the huge anount of £775 for the 
Hone Farn Trust and our Lent collection cane to £300 for the Tallcing News - 
2 voluntary news service for blind people living in and around Reading. In 
May Margaret Wignore took Lara Dare and Rebecca Veale to Oxford Cathedral 
to present a cheque for £10 for the Bishop's charity fund end in June

of £18 for the ReSeP eC he 


Transfers to secondary schools this year have been more corplex and a 
nunber of appeals are pending. All the children who set exeninations for 
selective schools obtained places at the school of their choice and all 
the children who sat entrance exeminations to private schools obtained a 
place. The home address, and not the prinary school attended, is the nain 
factor governing the offer of places at a secondary school with siblings 
having first priority as they do at this school. 


I would like to thank our advertisers for contributing to the cost of 
producing this nagazine and trust that you will give then your custon. 


I sincerely trust that oll parents and children will enjoy reading 
this twenty first nagazine produced by Earley St. Peter's School and that 
the children will keep it to remind then of their happy days at school.
